Tub amendment to the motor 
vehicles law, called Assembly 
No. 422 , has beer, passed 


Bill, 
by both 

the Senate and the Assembly of 
New Jersey, and it only remains 
for the Governor’s signature to 
make it law. If bis attitude is the 
same as it was two years ago, 
there is no doubt he will sign 
The amendment to the previons 
law reads : 

”Tbe< Commissioner of Motor 
Vehicles shall be authorized, and 
full power and authority are here¬ 
by given to him to license at bis 
discretion, and upon payment of 
of the lawful fee, any proper per¬ 
son of the age of seventeen years 
or over to be a motor vehicle 
driver. Said commissioner or his 
inspectors having first examined 
said person, being satisfied of his 
or her ability as an operator, which 
examination shall include a test of 
the knowledge on the part of said 
person of such portions of the me¬ 
chanism of motor vehicles as is 
necessary, in order to insure the 
safe operation of a vehicle of the 
kind or kinds indicated by the 
applicant, and of the laflrs and 
ordinary usages of the road, and 
the said applicant having demon 
strated his or her ability to operate 
a vehicle of the cIsm designated ; 
and the said Commissioner of Mo¬ 
tor Vehicles may in his discretion, 
refuse to grant a license to drive 
motor vehicles to any person, who 
shall, in the estimation of said 
commissioner, be an improper per¬ 
son to be granted such a license 
provided, however, that no phytital 
defect of the applicant thall debar 
him or her from receiving a licente 
unless it can be shouns by common 
experience that such defect iruapeui- 
tates him or her from safely operat¬ 
ing a motor vehicle.” 

This bill was introduced, Fe¬ 
bruary lotb. It passed the As¬ 
sembly last Wednesday, by a vote 
of 39 to 9 . And on Friday night 
of last week it was adopted by the 
Senate without a single dissenting 
vote. 

This leaves Maryland the only 
State that denies the rights of the 
deaf to drive automobiles. 

Considering the work and expense 
entailed ia pushing the bill to a sue 
cessful consummation, it is astound¬ 
ing that the deaf have made such 
a meagre response to the appeal for 
contributions. The amount con¬ 
tributed is about $ 350 , whereas the 
need is at least ^1 too. It is hoped 
they will get busy and fill up the 
fond. It does not matter whether 
they own or want to drive cars. 
Their rights are involved, and may 
be imperilled in the future if the 
deaf are indifferent now. 

So far, a victory for right and 
justice has been obtained. Do not 
smirch the record with any neglect 
of duty. 


MARYLAND 

JUDOS HARLAN DISSENTS IN 
DBAF-MUTB CASE 


The appeal of L. Byrd Brnsb- 
wood from the decision of the Com- 
missioner of Motor Vehicles of 
Maryland refusing to grant him an 
automobile license, just because he 
WAS deaf, was dismlesed withont 
discuHsion. We note Judge ILirlari’s 
opinion criticises the attitude of the 
State officials in exclnding deaf 
drivers on the ground that if the 
drivers now licensed do not obey 
the laws accidents may happen 
Disagreeing with the majority views 
of the Court, we p.iblisb below his 
opinion in full. 


Dissenting Opinion 

I am unable to agree with the 
views of the majority of the Court 
in this case. 

There are two questions before 
the Court, first : the jurisdiction of 
the Court on the appeal; se 
cond : tlie propriety of the action of 
the Commissioner of Motor Vehi¬ 
cles. 

Section 145 of Article 56 of the 
Code, as amended by Chapter 506 of 
the act of 1920, provides for an ap¬ 
peal from the action of the Com 
missioner ic refusing, suspending or 
revoking licesnes ; and necessarily 
such an appeal can he the case be' 
fore the Court here de novo ; and 
there can be found in the statues 
no limitations upon the power of 
the Court to decide I be cases in ac 
cordance with what is right and 
j ust. 

This, therefore, is not a review of 
the discretion of the Commissioner 
of Motor Vehicles; but a rehearing 
of the case to determine whether the 
applicant. Brushwood, is entitled to 
have a license to operate motor 
vehicles. 

The evidence and record show 
that u[M)n the written application of 
Brushwood for a license, he was re 
qnired to state whether or not his 
bearing was good; and, when be an¬ 
swered that be was totally deaf, op 
portunity was refused him to 
demonstrate bis ability to drive a 
ear; and no investigation wa^made 
of bis character arid reputation as a 
prudent and careful man—ibe 
license was peremptorily refused 
him solely upon the ground that be 
was deaf. 

The evidence before the Court 
showed that Brushwood was a man 
nearing mid ile age, that he had been 
driving a oar for over two years, dur¬ 
ing which time he had driven about 
twelve thousand miles; that he had 
driven n number of times in the 
congested traffic of Baltimore City; 
that he was regarded by bis neigh 
bois who had driven with him and 
bad seen him drive as a careful and 
prudent man, and that he had never 
bad an accident of any kind. 

Assuming as corrreot the position 
of the majority of the Court that 
the Commissioner cannot presciibe 
arbitrary qualifications for oftera- 
tors’ liceuse.s not found in the la 
and that deafness in itself does not 
amount to a disqualification, then 
the only logical verdict in this case, 
would be a reveisal of the Com¬ 
missioner’s ruling in order that the 
applicant might have an oppor 
tunity to demonstrate bis ability to 
drive a car. -— 

The action of the majority of the 
Court, however, in to sustain the 
Commissioner in bis alaiolute refusal 
without regard to what qiiallfioa 
tions the applicant may possess, to 
grant him a license on account of 
Ills deafness. 

The testimony of the heads of 
two important institutions for the 
deaf—Oallaudet College iu Wash 
ington and the Stale School at 
Frederick—was that the deaf cnlti- 
vaterl their other senses to such an 
extent that they are very little handi¬ 
capped in their aotiuns by their 
lack of hearing. 

Those who are deaf comprise a 
considerable portion of onr enmmn- 
nity, and no one iias ever contend 
ed that they are incompetent to 
drive horse drawn vehicles; and to 
decide, as the majority of this Court 
has done, arbitrarily that this clans 
of our citizens shall be irsrred from 
the use of the public highways by 
the ordinary means of transpor’ation 
DOW’’employed seems extremely on 
just. 

Every applicant fora license is 
entitled to have hiseaseinvestigated 
fairly; aud if he is competent to 
handle a machine and is not other¬ 
wise objectionable, bis luability to

One is tempted to belive that you 
have fallen into the common error 
of prejudging Ihe case from theory 
rather than from the actual perfor 
mauce of deaf (Irivers on the road 
and the tabulati'd records in relation 
thereto 

Are you aware of the fact that— 

Few drivers of the big noisy 
trucks that are met on all high¬ 
ways, are aide to liear signal horns, 
police whistles, or even the whistles 
of approaching trains ? * 

Drivers in close*! 8 e*lans heai sig 
nals gieatly muffled or not at all f 

Driveis of old and noisy cars are 
in aluiut tlie same predicament ? 

Maryland and New Jersey ap¬ 
parently are tlie only States that 
have taken the stand you so higlily 
laud. 

In Massachusetts licenses are 
fieely given to deaf who can pass 
required road extmiuatiou. Yet 
the registrar of motor vehicles in 
Massachusetts lias Said that the re¬ 
cords of the Stale do not reveal a 
single accident attributable lo deaf¬ 
ness. 

In Ma.ssachusells, traffic is 
highly congesteil, its ol*l towns 
have narrow streets and Idind cor¬ 
nels wliich necessitate extreme care 
in *lriving, au*l on its country roads, 
winding in and out among the hills, 
tlie view is oliscured in a way iio- 
knowii to either Maiylaml or New 
Jersey. 

Liabillity insurance companies 
look upon deaf people as s>ife risks, 
because of their inherent extreme 
caution, and careful observance of 
road rules 

Go<l knows that an inftuential 
paper etilertng on a campaign to 
improve road conditions and make 
the highways safer for all of us, de 
serves the suiiport of all gooii citi 
zens But why make the lieaf the 
scapegoat? Tlie police court recoiil 
of many cities show that, when doc 
tors liave lieen called in to examine 
the Momlay morning crop of motor 
law violators, an astuundihg situa¬ 
tion has been revealed People 
with «laugerously defective vision 
and men with the mental equipment 
of children were driving cars ' 

Why not a campaign to rid us of 
such incompetents, the innttentive, 
tliose lacking the needful coordina 
lion of iiiiml Hiid muscle, t he drink 
ers, Ihe bootleggers, the known 
criminals ? 

When the standard of license giv 
iqg has been raised so tli:*t the (leaf 
an*I hard of hearing drivers are at 
the bottom of the list In point of 
.safety and capability of performance 
instead of near Ihe top, as they are 
at pr«*sent, then I tot one will cheer 
fully support your platfoim, give up 
my own license and urge that other 
•leaf drivers be force*! to do like¬ 
wise.
